The present prevailing cold snap 
has frozen the soil and further; pre¬ 
paration of the same looks now im¬ 
possible, There was considerable 
moisture in the ground which will be 
maintained and preserved for spring 
sowing. Considerable threshing is 
yet to be done, but the cold will not 
hurt the wheat, which is perfectly 
dry and can weather the qpld. 

If the month of October continues 
in its present inclement state of tem¬ 
perature it will go out of existence as 
one of the coldest experienced in the 
memory of many old timers. The 
thermometer dropped down to 14 de¬ 
grees below on the night of Wednes¬ 
day, October 22nd, and Thursday fol¬ 
lowing was not much warmer. No 
relief is as yet experienced and some 
local weather prophets are declaring 
that the winter is here to remain; that 
it will continue from now on and to be 
followed by an early spring. Many 
are positive, however, that this pre¬ 
sent cold-spell will be followed with 
fine warm weather for a couple of 
months to come. Let us hope the 
latter are right. 


After the sweep made by the Farm¬ 
ers’ party in the Ontario provincial 
elections, it was generally conceded 
they would be successful in the Fed¬ 
eral election;, hut not by such over¬ 
whelming majorities.

Glengarry and Stormont, Kennedy, 
the Farmer, was elected by over 2,000 
majority over Harvey, Unionist.

The Hearst government was defeated 
but there was no Liberal triumph, the 
number of seataiin the legislature be¬ 
ing reduced. 
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THE NEW ZEALAND GRATUITY 


There is not much encouragement 
for the returned men now agitating 
for the payment of a 92,000 cash bon¬ 
us to all Canadian soldiers who serv¬ 
ed in France—irrespective of the 
length or nature of such service—in 
the decision of New Zealand to pay a 
gratuity of 36c per day to all New 
Zealanders who served overseas. The 
amount payable is to be calculated on 
the number of days that elapsed be¬ 
tween the embarkation of the New 
Zealand soldier for service abroad 
and the signing of the armistice. 

The New Zealanders jumped into 
the war with the alarcity displayed 
by the other overseas Dominions. 
Some or'thenn took part in the oper¬ 
ations Against the German South Sea 
Islands almost immediately after the 
outbreak of hostilities. Thereafter 
men were sent out steadily till the 
very end. New Zealand actually dis¬ 
patched to the various war zones o- 
ver a hundred thousand men, or one in 
ten of her entire population. The to¬ 
tal of the gratuity to be paid there¬ 
fore will be a very large sum, but 
New Zealanders will not get so much 
on the average as Canada lias already 
paid or is paying her returned men. 
Between the despatch overseas of 
the first New Zealand fighting men 
and Armistice Day not more than 
1,560 days elapsed. The bonus to a 
New Zealand private who served for 
four years and one hundred days 
would be $561, while every Canadian 
bachelor private who served over 
three years gets $420, and every mar¬ 
ried man $600. Relatively frw of 
New Zealand’s men will get even the 
amount • that comes to the unmarried 
Canadian of three years’ overseas 
service. For similar periods, three 
years in each case—-the unmarried 
Canadian gets $420 and the New Zea¬ 
lander, whether married or not, $394. 

When the committee at Ottawa 
gets down to consideration of the 
facts as to gratuities it will be shown 
conclusively that the Canadian people 
have nothing with which to reproach 
themselves in the mater of gratuities 
to the fit. There is a good deal of dis¬ 
satisfaction as to the allowances of 
the dependents of the dead and to the 
disabled and unfit among returned 
men. The Government will have the 
whole country behind it in dealing 
most generously with these cases. 
The men. who paid the full price for 
liberty won the right to have the lov¬ 
ed one.s left behind adopted as the 
wards of the nation, not in any Sfrudg- 
ing, niggdkdly spirit, but with all the 
love and gratitude that the sacrifice 
of husband and father and son should 
evo'^a^Toronto Globe.

THE A B C OF THE LEAGUE OF 
NATIONS 


( BY Dr. Frank Crane ) 

1. What is the League of Nations? 

A. A union of the strongest civil¬ 
ized nations formed at the conclusion 
of the great war. 

2. What is its object? 

A. First, to promote the peace of 
the world by agreeing not to resort 
to war. Second, to deal openly with 
each other, not by Eecret treaties, 
l’hird, to improve international law. 
Fourth, to co-operate in all matters 
of common concern. 

3. .Does it presume to end war? 

A. No more than any government 

can end crime. It claims to reduce 
the liability of war. 

4. What will be done to any nation 
that makes war? 

A. It will be boycotted and other¬ 
wise penalized. 

5. How else will the probability of 
war be lessened? 

A. By voluntary, mutual and pro¬ 
portionate disarmament; by exchang¬ 
ing military information; by provid¬ 
ing for arbitration

This' 5 
is to be a "sacred trust,” and in sel¬ 
ecting a mandatary the wishes of the 
people of the area in question shall 
be the principal consideration. 

11. Does the League mean a Sup¬ 
er-nation? 

A. No. It interferes in no way 
with any nation’s sovereignty, except 
to limit its powers to attack, other 
nations. 

12. Can an* nation withdraw when 
ii wishes? 

A. Yes. The League is advisory 
and co-operative, not coercive. 

13. Does the League put Peace a- 
bove Justice and National Honor? 

A. No. It puts reason before vio¬ 
lence. 

14. I)oe» not the League take away 
the Constitutional right of Congress 
to declare war? 

A. No. The League can advise 
Congress alone can declare war. 

15. Does it destroy .the . Munroe 
Doctrine? 

A. Exactly the contrary. For the 
first time in history the other nations 
recognize the Monroe Doctrine and 
extend it to all the world.

The result of the recent Ontario e- 
lection, wherein the new U. F. O. par¬ 
ty were successful in gaining 46 seats 
and thereby utterly routed and over¬ 
threw the present regime, and gen¬ 
erally disconcerted the present politi¬ 
cal atmosphere, is an incident unpre¬ 
cedented, and an accomplishment un¬ 
recorded in the performance of a new 
1 olitical party. The blow was so sud- 
Cen and realiv unexpected by the lead¬ 
ers of the old line parties that they 
are hardly as yet awake to the reali¬ 
zation of the fact. The Calgary Her¬ 
ald in its issue of the day preceding 
the election, in full headlines, predict 
ed positively the return of the pre- 
:ent incumbency without question 
and many there were who carried the 
:ame opinion, but these opinions were 
well founded on past experiences, and 
not on the real possibilities of the 
strength of the U. F. O., who, in their 
semi-organized condition ore not yet 
down to details of this description and 
who waited the returns to know where 
they stood. The number of seats e- 
lected are insufficient to alone carry 
a majority, and recourse must be 
made to members of other parties to 
make up a majority and force control, 
'lire Labor Party will undoubtedly join 
in supplying the deficit, when a new 
Government can be inaugurated. 

The present representation of all 
parties, standing independently, wouiri 
block all possibility of action and some 
amalgamation is necessary to produce 
lesults. The U. F. O. is not inclined 
to join with the Liberals, as has been 
repeatedly suggested, but are looking 
for an element more in sympathy 
with their democratic sentiments and 
policies. The Labor party are near¬ 
est kin and their jointure is expected. 
With control by majority it will then 
be interesting to note proceedings, and 
it will then be the time to see whether 
the new party can measure up to its 
expectations. Their initiative move¬ 
ments and decision will have great 
weight in the future success of its 
undertakings. They may determine 
its future success or failure. The 
eyes pf the people of the Dominion 
are upon them and awaiting their 
conclusions. Let us hope that the 
results will be more than expected.
